for Saunders, attorneys for the de- 
fendant’s creditors and from _ the 
solicitor general’s office in fixing bond 
for Saunders. Assistant Solicitor Gen- 
eral Ed A. Stephens contended that 
Saunders had not only not lived up 
to an agreement under which he was 
to make restitution and take a fine 
of $1,000 under a plea to one indict- 
ment, but that he had repudiated the 
agreement, 

Counsel for Saunders declared that 
their client had not repudiated’ the 
agreement, but was making every ef- 
fort to live up to it, and that his 
appearance in court on several occa- 
sions was evidence of his good faith. 

The agreement, as explained to 
Judge Moore, was originally entered 
into by Saunders, and later Tiffany 
offered to pay half of the $31,000 
specified for restitution if he was al- 
lowed to enter a plea and take a 
similar fine. Counsel for Saunders 
asked that the matter be carried 
over until Wednesday in order that 
the defendant might complete negoti- 
ations for securing the money. 

After hearing from the three inter- 
ested factions, Judge Moore said that 
he would sentence Saunders to pay a 
$1,000 fine and serve 12 months, with 
the provision that the sentence could 
be probated when restitution was 
made. Saunders then withdrew the 
plea of guilty, and Judge Moore or- 
dered the bond increased.

LEGALITY OF NEW 
STATE INCOME TAX 
MAY BE ATTACKED 


Possibility of a legal attack on the 
Boykin income tax measure approved 
by the 1929 state legislature was seen 
Friday in a communication of J. P. 
McGrath, secretary-treasurer of the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ Association. 

Double taxation on incomes, as a 
result of passing both the income tax 
and the sales tax measures, is charged 
by Mr. McGrath. ‘The sales tax levies 
on gross receipts of manufacturers, 


retailers, wholesalers, amusement com- 
panies, publi: atilities. The Boykin 
bill taxes individuals and firms one- 
third their returns on incomes to the 
federal government. 

Speaking for the manufacturing in- 
terests, Mr. McGrath hinted that 
court action would be resorted to in 
an effort to end what he believed 
to be unjust taxation.

The fact 
that so many are harmless keeps our 
caution drugged until after serious 
damage has been done by one of the 
virulent type. In the second place, 
we have not yet become used to the 
existence, as dangerous realities, of 
things we canpvot see. ‘Take, for in- 
stance, the bacteria. They are the 
smallest plants known. © On the ball 
of my thumb, as I write, I might have 
three hundred million of them, in a 


layer one bundred deep, and still 1 
could neither see them nor feel them. 

“Luckily for us, not many of these 
micro-organisms are deadly and all of 
them can apparently be overcome 1 
we use modern scientific precautions. 
In our daily experience these minute 
growths are more likely to waste our 
money by food spoilage than our bod- 
ies by sickness. 

Always in the Air. 


“Mold, mildew, and ferment are all 
due to microscopic tuncus growth. The 
suurces of these growths are always 
in the air of a house The ‘musty’ 
smell that sometimes meets the nose in 
a damp cellar is the signal sent us, 
by our nose, that the ‘seeds,’ or spores 
of the sub-sight plants are swimming 
especially thick upon that air. 

“Like normal, green plants these in- 
finitesimal ones grow both down and 
up. They burrow inte the material 
upon which they fasten and they sen‘l 
up “flowers’ to ‘seed.’ Unlikely green 
growing things they eannot manufac- 
ture their own food from ait and wa- 
ter but must steal life from other 
organic material. The processes re- 
sulting from this theft we call by va- 
rious unpleasant names from even the 
sound of which our wholesome senses 
recoil—‘rot,’ ‘putrefaction,’ ‘sour’ 
‘moulded.’ 


Refrigeration. 


“Refrigeration is undoubtedly the 
mast effective aid which the home- 
maker can employ in commanding 
storage for a properly balanced, whole- 
some food supply the whole year 
| through, whatever the climate. 

“Adequate refrigeration supplies the 
three most powerful aids to food pres- 
ervation: 

“1. A temperature between 40 and 
oO degrees Fahrenheit. Above 50 de- 
grees the food compartment ceases to 
be a refrigerator and becomes an in- 
cubator, 

“2. A current of clean, cold air in 
motion, 

“3. Air free from excess moisture. 

“Related experiments have proved 
the need for all three factors in com- 
bination. 

The Use of the Refrigerator. 
‘Refrigeration, like home lighting, 
is an all-year round need. Any hous> 
keeper who keeps track of food spoil- 
age in winter which the use of proper- 
ly controlled temperature would have 
prevented, can readily prove to herseif 
the economy of its year-round opera- 
tion. 

“Our most essential foods are pre- 
cisely the ones that the unseen food 
bandits like best. Food molds, meat 
spoils, vegetables rot, and milk souvs 
because micro-organisms find nourish- 
ment in them and leave in them the 
harmful products resulting from their 
growth. This they do in all 12 months 
of the year, unless preservation by 
dry, moving, clean air below 50 re- 
grees and above 32 degrees guards 
them from attack. 

“It has been scientifically establised 
that in milk, for instance. bacteria 
will multiply 150 times as fast at 70 
degrees F. as at 50 degrees F. The 
danger of maintaining an inefficient 
refrigerator, and at the same time not 
recognizing the inefficiency is self-evi- 
dent. 

“In the last 10 years the demand 
for refrigerators has increased approx- 
imately 30 per cent while the popula- 
tion has increased only 9 per cent. At 
the same time there has been a de- 
crease of infant deaths in 17 states 
at a rate ranging from 1 to 11 lives 
in every 1,000. It is quite possible 
that refrigeration has played a con- 
siderable part in the protection of hu- 
man life.”

Despite striking progress made in 
checking some diseases in the last dec- 
ade, the earning power of every per- 
son in the United States ts reduced 
an average of almost $20 
theough ill health. 


These incts were made public 
some impressive statistics compiled by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States. Through them the chamber 
honed to call attention of business 
men and manufacturers to the enor- 
mous toll sickness and preventable 
deaths exact from

One manufacturer with an annual 
pay roll approximating $5,000,000 es- 
timated illness among his employes 
cost $287,500 annually. This includes 
charges for idle machinery and re- 
duced production 

The loss to the individuals and the 
community due to illness of his em- 
ployes is placed at $303,000 a year, 
taking into consideration direct loss 
of wages, lowered earning capacity 
during convalescence, medical expen- 
ses and charitable relief. 

In the business world a representa- 
tive group of stores. the chamber said, 
showed that illness and injury cost 
each employe an average of six days 
a year. 

For a working force of 1.000 per- 
sons, earning an average of S38 daily, 
this totals up to $18,000 a year in 
direct wage loss alone. 

The chamber pointed out that en- 
couraging progress has been made in 
checking disease. The future prom- 


ises even greater strides in this direc- | 
tion through improved sanitary condi- | 


tions.

unlighted stateroom, George  H. 
Houghton, Los Angeles business man, 
kept calm enough to put on all his 
clothes, except one shve, adjust ‘his 
lite preserver and clip on his eye- 
glasses.

¢ signature of the documents 
concerning the accord on financial 
questions furnished the final incident 
among the many perils which that 
of the work has escaped since 
hilip Snowden, British chancellor of 
the exchequer, first demanded alt. 
tion of the Young plan to give ‘ 
Britain a larger share of the 
ties, 
Snowden Talks Again. 

Mr. Snowden was again the prin- 
cipal actor today, finding what he 
said were discrepancies in the texts 
of certain documents. For a time the 
British chancellor stubbornly refused 


. to affix his signature and threatened 


to keep the conference going until 
Monday. 

Among the documents which thus 
went into the records of the confer- 
ence were letters exchanged with the 
German government by the powers oc- 
eupying the Rhineland. They dealt 
with evacuation of the Rhineland, 
which must begin for the second zone 
during the month of September and 
he completed within three months. The 
second zone is the Coblenz bridgehead. 
formerly occupied by the Anmierican 
army on the Rhine. 

For the third zone at the Mainz 
bridgehead, which under the treaty of 
Versailles was to have been evacuated 
in 1035, the departure of the foreign 
troops must begin immediately after 
ratification of the Young plan and 
is to be finished before the end of 
June, 1950. 

To Ratify Young Plan. 


Final ratification of the 
plan is the business of the

Mr. Henderson, just before leaving, 
issued a atatement to the press in 
which he decried the tendency in cer- 
tain quarters to predict that future 
relations between France and Eng- 
land mivcht euffer f om the frankness 
of speech that took place here. 

“You can say for myself and for 
all my colleagues of the British gov- 
ernment that we desire our foreign 
policy to be founded upon close in- 
ternational co-operation with the oth- 
er governments of the world. 

“But we know that such co-opera- 
tion as we hope for can give results 
only when the general relations be- 


tween governments are those of frank- | 


ness. confidence and cordiality. 

“Rut above all we desire to have 
them with our closest neighbor, 
France, whose services to the common 
civilization to the west we appreciate 
as they deserve.”

The season's recapitulation showed 
that 90,881,721 pounds of tobacco 
brought $16,681.689.43 for an average 
price of $18.36. Of these figures 
2,016,966 pounds were produced out- 
side the state and marketed in Georia 
for $473.130.56. 

The 1928 totals represented 85,727,- 
172 pounds for a return of $10,958.,- 
975.19, or an average of $12.78 a hun- 
dred peunds. 

In the 1928 season the final] figures 
covered 2,849,838 pounds of tobacco 
raised outside Georgia and sold within 
the state's borders.
